Tufts’  class  of  2005  floods  campus  today,  as  1,170 
first-year  students  move  into  dorm  rooms,  meet 
roommates,  and  participate  in  the  University’s 
matriculation  exercises. 

Twenty  three  percent  of  applicants  were  accepted  to  this 
year’s  incoming  class  in  the  University’s  most  selective 
admissions  process  to  date.  The  Admissions  Office  chose 
the  class  from  13,700  applicants,  a  decrease  from  last 
year’s  record-breaking  pool  of  over  14,000  applicants. 

“We’re  having  two  interesting 
experiences,”  Dean  of  Admissions  David 
Cuttino  said.  “One,  that  the  percentage  of 
students  admitted  has  dropped  and  two 
that  the  percentage  of  students  accepting 
admissions  has  increased  significantly 
Selecting  a  diverse  student  body 
remains  one  of  the  admissions  office’s 
goals.  Students  of  color  constitute  33 
percent  of  the  incoming  class. 

African-American  students 
comprise  ten  percent  of  this  year’s 
class,  a  two  percent  rise  from  eight 
percent  last  year.  The  percentage 
of  Latino  freshmen  rose  from

Conversely,  the  number 
of  Asian-American  students 
enrolled  declined  from  15  to  13 
percent  this  year.  Cuttino  said 
the  number  of  Asian  Americans 
admitted  by  Tufts  remain  constant; 
the  number  of  accepted  students  who 
decided  to  matriculate,  he  said,  went  down. 

“Our  expectation  was  the  size  of  the  class’  Asian 
American  [population]  would  be  stronger  than  it  was. 
We’re  not  where  we’d  like  to  be  in  terms  of  Asian 
American  enrollment*”  Cuttino  said. 

The  number  of  Asian-American  students  has 
dropped,  risen,  and  dropped  again  since  the  class  of  2000, 
which  had  192  Asian  American  students,  the  highest 
number  in  Tufts  history.  The  class  of  2004  had  1 87  Asian 
American  students;  this  year’s  class  has  144. 

“I’m  not  sure  exactly  why  we  have  this  drop  with 
this  incoming  class,  which  I  feel  is  very  concerning,”  said 
Linell  Yugawa,  director  of  the  Asian  American  Center. 


The  admissions  office  enrolled  nearly  60  percent  of 
the  incoming  students  through  early  decision,  the  largest 
percentage  ever,  part  of  a  national  trend. 

Admissions  officers  say  early  decision  candidates  are 
desirable  because  these  applicants  are  guaranteed  to 
matriculate.  This  complicates  the  admissions  process, 
however,  as  officers  must  predict  applicant  trends  to  ensure 


that  regular  decision  candidates  are  of  similar  caliber  to  those 


a 


accepted  early. 

“If  you  lppk  at  objective  characteristics,  they  have 
typically  mirrored  characteristics  of  [early  decision] 
students,”  Cuttino  said. 

An  increased  number  of 
international  students  enrolled 
this  year  -  19  percent  of 
incoming  students  are  foreign 
citizens,  permanent  residents, 
or  US  citizens  living  abroad, 
up  from  15  percent  last  year. 
Four  percent  are  dual  citizens, 
and  ten  percent  are 
nonresident  aliens. 
International  students  comprise 
15  percent  of  the  entire  student 
>  body,  a  figure  that  may  increase  if 
the  international  student  yield 
continues  to  grow,  Cuttino  said. 

The  class  as  a  whole  continues 
a  trend  of  increasing  selectivity.  Tufts 
accepted  25  percent  of  applicants  to 
the  class  of  2004,  compared  to  the  23 
percent  mark  for  the  incoming  class. 
The  number  of  admitted  students 
electing  to  enroll  increased  by  four 
percent. 

Thirty  percent  of  the  class 
ranked  one,  two,  or  three  in  their  graduating  high  school 
class,  and  the  average  class  rank  falls  in  the  top  ten  percent. 
The  median  SAT  scores  was  between  590  and  700  for  verbal 
and  620  to  720  for  math.  These  scores  were  lower  than  last 
year’s  ranges,  which  were  between  610  and  700  for  verbal 
and  630  and  700  for  math. 

Students  represent  800  high  schools  in  44  states  and 
41  countries,  which  Cuttino  said  creates  a  diverse 
environment  for  the  freshmen.  “It’s  more  than  test  scores,”  he 
said. 

“The  fun  is  getting  beyond  that  -  who  will  make  this  a 
more  rewarding  place  to  be  and  add  dimensions  to  a  class.”

Tufts  University  features  one  of  the  strongest  men’s  basketball  traditions  in  New  England.  Dating  back  to 
1904-05,  the  program  plays  its  101st  season  this  year. 

Playing  their  home  games  at  venerable  Cousens  Gymnasium,  men’s  basketball  action  is  a  main  attraction  c 
Tufts.  As  members  of  the  competitive  New  England  Small  College  Athletic  Conference  (NESCAC),  the 
Tufts  schedule  is  lined  with  games  against  outstanding  opponents.  The  top  three  teams  in  the  region  last 
season  were  all  from  NESCAC.  Despite  a  rebuilding  season  last  year,  the  Jumbos  defeated  the  fourth- 
ranked  team  in  the  region,  eventual  NCAA  Sweet  16  participant  Keene  State.  Tufts  qualified  for  its  third 
straight  berth  into  the  conference  playoffs  last  February. 

A  1977  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University  where  he  played  for  Paul  Evans,  Sheldon  is  in  his  second  stim 
at  Tufts.  He  served  as  an  assistant  coach  from  1983-85  under  Rod  Baker.  From  1985-88,  Sheldon  was 
previously  an  assistant  coach  and  director  of  physical  education  and  intramurals  at  Clark  University.  He  ha 
participated  in  eight  NCAA  Tournaments  as  a  player  and  coach. 

The  Jumbos  will  continue  to  rebuild  in  2004-05  with  a  team  led  by  a  strong  frontcourt.  Senior  power 
forward  Reggie  Stovell  missed  the  first  semester  last  season,  but  returned  to  average  11.4  points  and  5.0 
rebounds.  A  number  of  Jumbos  blossomed  last  year  and  will  look  to  take  another  step  up.  Junior  Dan 
Martin  was  healthy  last  season  and  produced  8.0  ppg  and  4.6  rpg.  Add  Brian  Kumf  (6.3  ppg,  3.8  rpg),  the 
top  freshman  last  year,  to  the  mix  and  the  Jumbos  are  looking  good  up  front.

The  Tufts  University  Men's  Tennis  program  has  earned  a  reputation  for  excellence  under 
veteran  head  coach  Jim  Watson.  The  Jumbos  have  made  regular  appearances  in  the 
Intercollegiate  Tennis  Association  (ITA)  national  rankings  and  have  gained  several  team  and 
individual  berths  into  the  NCAA  Tournament. 


Last  season,  the  Jumbos  were  awarded  their  third  consecutive  NCAA  Tournament  berth  and 
the  sixth  overall  since  1994.  Tufts  was  #22  in  the  final  2004  ITA  Division  III  rankings.  Co¬ 
captain  Rifat  Perahya  was  one  of  32  players  selected  for  the  NCAA  Singles  Championships. 
Tufts  is  a  member  of  the  New  England  Small  College  Athletic  Conference  (NESCAC),  which 
placed  six  teams  in  the  national  top  25  last  season.  The  Tufts  men  finished  third  at  the 
conference  championships.  Perahya  and  Jon  Bram  advanced  to  the  conference  championship 
match  in  #1  doubles.  The  duo  was  honored  as  All-NESCAC  for  that  achievement. 


The  academic  achievements  of  the  Jumbos  match  their  success  on  the  court.  As  members  of 
the  highly  selective  NESCAC,  Tufts  plays  in  one  of  the  country's  most  competitive 
conferences  academically  and  athletically.  Last  season  Tufts  was  one  of  28  teams  nationally  - 
and  three  in  NESCAC  -  named  as  an  ITA  Academic  Team.  Teams  must  have  a  cumulative 
grade  point  average  of  3.2  or  better  to  earn  that  recognition.

With  outstanding  talent,  superior  facilities  and  a  rich  tradition,  the  Tufts  University  women's 
track  &  field  program  is  one  of  New  England's  very  best.  Now  in  her  fifth  season  as  head 
coach,  Kristen  Morwick  has  developed  a  program  that  annually  adds  to  the  long  list  of  com¬ 
petitive  and  academic  achievements  that  the  program  has  compiled  since  its  inception  in 
1976. 


Tufts  teams  have  been  well  represented  at  the  NCAA  championship  meets  over  the  years.  The 
program  has  produced  five  national  champions  and  more  than  50  All-Americans.  Sprint  and 
jumps  standout  Vera  Stenhouse  won  eight  national  championships  from  1989-91.  Led  by  her 
remarkable  performances.  Tufts  placed  third  overall  at  the  NCAA  meet  in  1989  and  fourth  in  1990 
and  1991.  Caitlin  Murphy  won  back-to-back  indoor  800  meters  national  championships  in  1999- 
2000. 

The  Tufts  program  competes  primarily  in  the  Division  III  NESCAC,  a  league  comprised  of  11 
highly  selective  schools  in  New  England  and  New  York.  Tufts  competes  against  other  top 
New  England  Division  III  programs  such  as  Springfield,  Brandeis  and  MIT  on  a  weekly  basis. 
The  ECAC  Championships  provide  competition  from  outside  New  England,  while  the  All- 
New  England  Championships  include  Division  I,  II,  and  III  opponents.  Morwick  also  pro¬ 
vides  her  athletes  with  the  opportunity  to  compete  at  the  prestigious  IC4A  championships 
and  Penn  Relays  as  well. 

1  Lifts  competes  and  trains  at  outstanding  facilities.  The  Gantcher  Family  Sports  and  Convocation 
Center  opened  in  November  1999  and  is  one  of  the  country's  finest  indoor  facilities.  The  2002  and 
2003  ECAC  Indoor  Track  Championships  were  held  at  the  complex.  The  Clarence  "Ding" 
Dussault  outdoor  complex  was  resurfaced  over  the  summer  and  will  begin  hosting  meets  again 

in  2005.

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An  aura  of  excitement  surrounds  the  Tufts  University  Volleyball  program  under  third -year 
head  coach  Cora  Thompson.  A  four-year  member  of  the  team  and  an  assistant  coach  from  1999- 
2001,  Thompson  has  enthusiastically  guided  the  Jumbos  to  a  strong  40-24  record  during  her 
two  seasons. 

Since  gaining  varsity  status  in  1981,  the  Tufts  program  has  built  a  solid  reputation  in  New 
England  by  playing  a  competitive  schedule  and  regularly  qualifying  for  the  post-season.  The 


team  has  posted  just  two  losing  seasons  in  its  23-year  history  and  each  year  they  aspire  to  be 
the  best  in  New  England. 

Members  of  the  competitive  NESCAC,  the  team  placed  fifth  in  the  conference  last  season  with  a 
6-4  record.  Among  the  20  teams  Tufts  defeated  were  regionally  ranked  squads  from  Wellesley, 
Bates,  Wesleyan,  Wheaton  and  Bridgewater  State.  Tufts  was  11th  in  the  final  New  England 
rankings.  The  Jumbos  went  11-3  in  October  and  finished  at  20-11,  the  team's  third  straight  year 
with  exactly  20  wins.  They  hope  to  go  higher. 

The  NESCAC  features  some  of  the  best  volleyball  programs  in  the  Northeast  including 
Williams,  Bates,  Amherst  and  Colby.  The  2004  Tufts  schedule  includes  three  NESCAC 
Weekends  and  the  season-ending  NESCAC  Championship  Tournament.  Outside  the  NESCAC, 
the  Tufts  schedule  regularly  includes  strong  opponents  such  as  MIT,  Wellesley,  Springfield,  and 
Coast  Guard.  The  Jumbos  have  to  play  hard  and  well  to  reach  20  wins,  which  they've  done 
seven  times  in  the  last  10  years. 

The  conference  features  many  of  the  top-ranked  academic  institutions  in  the  country  and 
demands  academic  excellence  from  student-athletes.  Both  Schaevitz  and  Sauer  were  named  to 
the  NESCAC  All- Academic  team  last  fall.

Tufts  University  is  one  of  the  most  renowned  academic  institutions  in  the  country  .  The  Tufts 
Sailing  team  won  the  2001  Inter-collegiate  Sailing  Association  (ICSA)  Dinghy  National 
Championship,  and  won  more  championships  in  the  1990s  than  any  other  team.  The 
combination  of  both  makes  Tufts  an  excellent  choice  for  prospective  college  sailors. 


Perhaps  the  main  factor  in  the  team's  success  is  its  competitive  practice  sessions  on  Mystic 
Lake  in  Medford.  Practicing  at  Tufts  is  comparable  to  the  best  racing  clinics.  All  the  sailors 
know  each  other  and  Legler  is  familiar  with  each  sailor's  strengths  and  goals.  Due  to  the 
amount  of  talent  on  the  Tufts  team,  the  level  of  sailing  at  a  Tufts  practice  is  higher  than  at 
most  college  regattas.  Pete  Levesque  and  Caroline  Hall,  both  Tufts  Class  of  2003,  were 
named  All-Americans  as  a  skipper  and  crew,  respectively.  Some  fall  practices  are  held  on 
Boston  Harbor  and  spring  break  practice  is  usually  at  St.  Mary's  in  Maryland.  Nationals 
,  practice  in  May  moves  to  various  sites  all  over  New  England  and  includes  everyone  who 
wants  to  excel,  not  just  the  starters  competing  in  that  year's  Nationals. 


The  Tufts  fleet  is  comprised  of  20  Lark  class  dinghies,  six  lasers,  and  two  coach  boats.  Larks 
have  become  a  signature  for  Tufts  Sailing.  They  are  faster,  more  fun  and  much  more 
responsive  as  sailors  adjust  to  the  boat,  wind  and  water.  Top  junior  sailors  recognize  that 
Larks  are  better,  and  the  results  in  college  and  world  championships  bear  this  out. 

Located  in  Medford,  Mass.,  Tufts  is  only  five  miles  from  Boston  and  Cambridge,  the  mecca  of 
college  sailing.  Within  this  radius  lies  the  hosting  sites  of  Tufts,  MIT,  Harvard,  Boston 
University  and  Boston  College.  Coast  Guard,  Connecticut  College,  Rhode  Island  and  Brown 
are  within  two  hours. 


Sailing  is  a  two-season  sport  at  Tufts.  With  nearly  80  regattas  in  the  fall  and  50  in  the  spring, 
Tufts  sailors  have  the  busiest  schedule  of  any  team  at  any  college.  The  team  enters  as  many 
as  nine  regattas  per  weekend  including  at  least  one  freshmen  event.
